BIG-HEARTED 
fundraiser Liam 
Fairhurst has 
scooped his greatest 
honour after he was 
named “Child of 
Courage” at the 
prestigious Pride of 
Britain Awards. 

The incredible 13 year 
old, who has raised 
£150,000 for charity while 
suffering from cancer, 
was due to be presented 
with the award at a star- 
studded ceremony in 
London on Tuesday night. 

Among the guests invited to 
the Dorchester Hotel, in 
Mayfair, were Prince Charles, 
Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown, David Beckham, Sir 
Paul McCartney and Simon 
Cowell. The event was set to be 
screened last night on ITV 

Liam’s heroic fundraising, 
in the face of two years of 
painful cancer treatment, 
touched the hearts of the 
award judges, including 
double Olympic champion 
Dame Kelly Holmes, Virgin 
boss Sir Richard Branson and 
human fertility pioneer Sir 
Robert Winston. 

Getting the award follows a 
remarkable fundraising feat 
by the Soham Village College 
pupil which began in 
November 2006 when he 
decided to collect £1,000 for 
children’s cancer charity CLIC 
Sargent in memory of his 
friend who had died of cancer. 

Liam’s sponsored one-mile 
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swim, after undergoing an 
operation to remove a tumour 
in his leg, raised more than 
£15,000. 

He also appeared on ITV’s 
The Million-Pound Giveaway, 
when he was given £50,000 to 
buy a caravan for 150 cancer 
sufferers and their families to 
enjoy much-needed holidays. 

He eventually reached his 
£150,000 target in April and 
has since garnered a host of 
awards, including the Child of 
Courage Award last year by 
our sister paper, the 
Cambridge News, and 
Channel Five’s “Britain’s 
Kindest Kid” prize. 

His latest award caps an 
amazing two years for the 
Soham teenager, whose 
exploits have attracted the 
interest of the Prime Minister, 
who has met Liam twice and 
sent him several get well cards 
following each of his 
operations for leg and lung 
cancer. 

Other winners at the 10th 
annual Daily Mirror Pride of 
Britain Awards included a 
woman who raised £45 million 
for breast cancer research, and 
a man who pioneered IVF 
treatment. Britain’s Olympic 
gold medallists were also 
honoured. 

The host Carol Vorderman 
said: “I’m really excited about 
our 10th wonderful year. 

“For me, it is the only 
awards show on TV that really 
matters because the winners 
are real people who could not 
be more deserving.”

LINk up with new watchdog 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE residents can 
have their say on health and social 
care by joining a new group with 
powers to inspect hospitals and care 
homes. 

The county’s independent Local 
Involvement Network (LINk) has been 
launched, with a brief to ask people 
what they think about services, to 
investigate issues of concern and to 
use its powers to “hold services to 
account and get results”. 

A group of authorised LINk 
representatives has the authority to 
“enter and view” NHS hospitals such 
as Addenbrooke’s and 
Hinchingbrooke, any premises 
operated by NHS Cambridgeshire, 
any care premises operated by 
Cambridgeshire County Council, GP 
surgeries, dentist surgeries and 
privately-operated homes or 
hospitals where care is contracted by 
public bodies. 

The checks can be announced or 
unannounced. 

Hilary Mansfield, installed as 
Cambridgeshire LINk chairman, told 
the launch meeting: “This is about 
engaging citizens in having a view 
and reflecting back to the state what 
people think about what is going on.” 
Items on the agenda for the next few 
months include looking at the 
proposals for a franchise at 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital and the 


relocation of Papworth Hospital. 
LINk groups are replacing Patient 
and Public Involvement forums for 
individual NHS trusts across 
England. 

The Cambridgeshire LINk 
will hold regular public 
meetings and can refer 
issues to Cambridgeshire’s 
Health and Adult Social 
Care Scrutiny Committee. 

Chris Banks, chief 
executive of NHS 
Cambridgeshire, told the 
meeting that some might be 
sceptical about whether his 
organisation would 
welcome the LINk. 

But he pledged that 
NHS Cambridgeshire 
would be “open and 
transparent” with the 
LINk and said: “We 
genuinely 
welcome you 
and we want 
you to be a 
successful, 
thriving 
organisation.”

the Government to give citizens more 
of a say in public services. 

But some fear they do not have 
enough funding and will take years to 
recruit effective membership 
representing all age 
groups.

Funding concerns 
over leisure centre 


SERIOUS doubts have 
been raised over how a 
council will fund an 
ambitious £12 million 
leisure centre in Ely 

The concerns over the 
sports village planned for 
Downham Road arose 
after an expert commis¬ 
sioned to lead the project 
explained the difficulties 
of finding finance for 
major leisure schemes in 
today’s credit crunch-hit 
economy 

Rachel Fowler, mana¬ 
ging director of Strategic 
Leisure, told a planning 
committee for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council that firms were 
increasingly reluctant to 
stump up the cash to fund 
municipal leisure centres. 

She said: “The private 
sector does not have the 
money it used to have. 

“The most effective way 
[to generate capital] is to 
use an enabling develo¬ 
pment, such as a large 
hotel, and it pays a fee of a 
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few million pounds 
towards the scheme.” 

She added plans to lease 
out the centre to leisure 
management companies 
in return for an upfront 
fee to build the complex 
would also only raise a 
few million pounds. 

Funding arrangements 
for the sports complex, 
which is set to include an 
eight-lane swimming pool, 
a 100-station fitness gym 
and a large sports hall, 
have not yet been final¬ 
ised, but council officials 
still hope to find private 
investors or they will be 
forced to borrow the 
money themselves. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy 
leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group, said: 
“This sports centre will 
not be affordable unless 
there is massive housing 
growth, which will 


generate a lot more tax, 
but this will not happen 
with today’s credit 
crunch. 

“I’m also worried that if 
you manage to attract a 
private firm to invest 
£10 million in this project, 
then they will want to 
charge people to get their 
money back. 

“Will the five-a-side 
teams or roller skating 
clubs who potter along to 
the Paradise have the 
same level of access if it is 
run by a big corporate 
firm? 

“Our sports provision at 
the moment is not the best 
now, but it is affordable. 

“I fear these plans will 
price many people out of 
activities they now enjoy 

“I don’t believe the 
plans suggested are at all 
affordable and perhaps it’s 
better to go for something 
more modest.” 

Ms Fowler told the Ely 
Masterplan committee, 
which is overseeing the 


plans to increase the city’s 
population from 18,500 to 
about 28,500, that she was 
planning to organise site 
trips to the University of 
Hertfordshire’s new 
£15 million sports complex 
and sports centres in 
Salford to demonstrate 
how the Ely model could 
work. 

Other smaller devel¬ 
opments in Wisbech, 
Brackley in Northampton¬ 
shire and Oswestry, in 
Shropshire, will also be 
considered as possible 
models. 

But Cllr Peter Moakes, 
chairman of Ely Master- 
plan committee, denied 
the sports centre plans 
were over-ambitious for a 
market town. 

He said: “The popul¬ 
ation of Ely’s hinterland 
could justify these 
facilities, which is why we 
are looking at what 
facilities we need to 
provide.” 


Charity bid 
for meadow 

A NATURE charity 
has launched an 
appeal to raise 
£18,000 to buy a 
wildflower meadow. 

The Wildlife Trust 
wants to purchase 
Chettisham Meadow, 
a 1.7 acre field two 
miles north of Ely, 
because it believes it 
is an important site 
for rare wildflowers, 
such as the green¬ 
winged orchids and 
cowslips. 

Conservation 
manager Martin 
Baker said: 
“Chettisham Meadow 
is a wildflower 
paradise, teeming 
with wildlife of all 
kinds. It is essential 
that we protect the 
few remaining 
meadows that are left 
in our county, so that 
future generations 
can enjoy them.”

A MEDIEVAL pipe band led a 
torch-lit procession through the 
streets of Ely to mark the start 
of a four-year cultural festival. 

The City of Ely Waits band 
provided the musical 
accompaniment for the walk 
from the city’s cathedral to the 
River Ouse to launch the 
Cultural Olympiad - a £40 
million UK-wide festival 
celebrating British artistic talent 
in the run-up to the London 
2012 Olympics. 

The event on Sunday also saw 
a riverside performance of 
classical music by the Ely 
Sinfonia before a flotilla of 
candle-lit paper boats was 


launched on the River Ouse. 
The atmospheric event was the 
official launch of the Olympiad 
in Cambridgeshire and also 
saw some of the county’s top 
cultural and artistic venues 
hold free concerts and guided 
tours. 

Other events during the 
Olympiad’s opening weekend 
included a sell-out 
performance of a traditional 
Chinese dance show and a free 
workshop at the Babylon 
Gallery to create the 
biodegradable paper boats that 
were floated on Sunday. 

It also saw the Octagon tower 
of Ely Cathedral lit up in pink 


lights - the Olympiad’s official 
colour - to promote the event. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman 
of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, which organised the 
event, said: “London 2012 will 
be a spectacular sporting 
event, but it will also mark the 
vitality and diversity of Great 
Britain through the Cultural 
Olympiad.” 

He added: “We are about to 
embark on an exciting time for 
sport and the arts over the next 
four years and the council is 
extremely committed to 
promoting the rich and diverse 
cultural life in our area.”

‘Outsider’ in 
knife attack 


A WOMAN cut the 
head off a rat and 
smeared its blood 
across a man’s door 
because she believed 
he had stolen her 
dog. 

Clutching a large 
kitchen knife, Sandra 
Scrivener made the 
bizarre attack on the 
home of David Barnett 
after she had heard he 
was responsible for the 
disappearance of her pet, 
Ely Magistrates’ Court 
was told last Thursday 

The court was told Mr 
Barnett had been sleep¬ 
ing on the sofa of his 
home when he was 
woken by the 29 year old 
tapping on his living 
room window. 

Giles Beaumont, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “He opened 
the curtains and saw her 
standing outside holding 
a kitchen knife - about 
30cm in length - and was 
waving it around. 

“He thought he saw her 
mouthing: ‘I am going to 
kill you’, so he reached 
for his telephone.” 

Scrivener, of Mepal 
Road, Sutton, left the 
property when Barnett 
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called police, but he made 
a chilling discovery when 
he stepped outside his 
home in The Southerns, 
Sutton, near Ely 

“He found a rat with its 
head severed and it was 
left on his patio. He also 
saw a number of letters 
smeared in blood on his 
door. Hairs from the rat 
were also stuck to the 
door.” 

Scrivener appeared 
before the magistrates 
after pleading guilty, at 
an earlier hearing, to 
possession of an off¬ 
ensive weapon in a public 
place and damaging a 
glass patio window dur¬ 
ing the incident on May 
18. 

She admitted smearing 
the blood on Mr Barnett’s 
door, but claimed the rat 
had been dead when she 
found it in a nearby 
garden. 

Scrivener told police 
she thought Mr Barnett 
had stolen her dog, 
although he claimed his 
pet had come from a dogs’ 
home. 


Jeremy Kendall, miti¬ 
gating, said his client had 
been driven to her 
actions after she became 
the victim of malicious 
and untrue village gossip. 

He said: “She could be 
described as an outsider. 
Living where she does in 
a small village, people 
stick out more then they 
would in a city 

“One can imagine, 
when one is identified as 
‘a bit odd’, life can get to a 
stage where you feel pers¬ 
ecuted.” 

Scrivener, who is 
unemployed and suffers 
from a mild personality 
disorder, was handed a 
24-month community 
order by magistrates, 
which will include six 
months of alcohol 
addiction treatment and 
help to improve her 
literacy 

She was also ordered to 
pay £50 compensation to 
Mr Barnett and £25 costs. 

This is not the first 
time Scrivener has been 
in trouble with the police. 

In 2006 she was spared 
a jail sentence after ab¬ 
ducting a 14-year-old girl. 
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Water firm 
fined Silk 


A WATER company has 
been fined £11,000 after raw 
sewage was pumped into 
Cambridgeshire’s water¬ 
ways on two occasions. 

Anglian Water admitted operat¬ 
ional and administrative blunders 
had led to the poisoning of two 
ditches, near Ely, in March and 
April this year, killing virtually 
all wildlife in the nearby water¬ 
ways. 

Magistrates in Ely heard an 
administrative error meant a 
sewage tanker and electrical 
generator failed to arrive at the 
Wilburton sewage works during a 
planned electrical shutdown by 
EDF Energy on March 26. 

So large quantities of sewage 
were pumped directly into a 
drainage ditch, instead of being 
picked up by the tanker, affecting 
waterways within 1km distance 
with dangerous high levels of 
ammonia. 

A second incident saw raw 
sewage pumped into a tributary 
of the Hundred Foot Drain, in 
Sutton, due to a faulty flood 
detector. 

Anna-Lise McDonald, prosecut¬ 
ing, told how a farmer had 
spotted the leaking sewage on 
April 17. 

She said: “The water was foul, 
grey and murky, with sewage 
everywhere. There was a disgust¬ 
ing smell. He saw there were 
plastic, female sanitary products 
and condoms in the ditch too. 

“He was concerned about 
sewage in the ditch getting into 
the water used for crops.” 

Inspectors later found Anglian 
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Water had failed to check the 
flood level detector for three 
months - normally it would have 
picked up immediately on the 
discharge, caused by a blockage. 

Work on both incidents was 
carried out immediately, with the 
mess cleaned up within a few 
days. 

Anglian Water pleaded guilty 
last week to both counts of pollut¬ 
ing a waterway, and was fined 
£6,000 for the Wilburton incident 
and £5,000 for the Sutton dis¬ 
charge. It also agreed the Enviro¬ 
nment Agency’s costs of £4,566. 

But Arabella Prothero, mitigat¬ 
ing, defended the company’s 
environmental record, which has 
seen 90 water polluting convict¬ 
ions in the East of England since 
1990. 

She said: “Anglian Water strives 
to protect the environment and 
improve water quality.” 

The company could face more 
large fines after it admitted four 
offences of water poisoning from 
the Newmarket sewage works, 
killing 1,100 fish. 

Magistrates in Mildenhall 
heard last week the manager of 
the site in 2006 was later sacked 
by Anglian Water for “gross 
misconduct” after trying to cover 
up the problems. 

The Category 1 pollution - the 
most serious - caused problems 
as far as the River Snail in 
Soham.

Rogue trader fined 


A ROGUE trader has been 
ordered to pay £500 after 
illegally charging a 
pensioner £1,600 for 
minor roof repairs. 

Shaun Price was hit with a 
£400 fine and ordered to pay 
£100 costs by magistrates at 
Cambridge after he admitted 
breaching trading standards 
rules when he handed a £1,600 
bill to an 83-year-old Ely man.

home on August 20. 

Price told the pensioner he 
had spotted a broken tile ridge 
while walking past the property 
and offered to take a closer look. 

On inspection of the roof, he 
claimed he had found one or 
two broken tiles and offered to 
fix them, as well as clean moss 
off the roof and seal it with a

high pressure silicone 
treatment. 

However, Price failed to show 
the man any paperwork, inform 
him about his rights and did not 
provide a seven day cancellation 
notice as required by law. 

Price, who trades as All White 
Property Maintenance, was 
discovered on the roof of the 
property with two teenage 
workers by police, who had 
received a call from a concerned 
member of the public visited by 
the roofer earlier in the day 

In a later interview with 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s trading standards officers, 
Price claimed that he knew 
about the seven day “cooling 
off” period but said it went 
completely out of his head on 
this occasion. 

Price, from Widnes, in 
Lancashire, pleaded guilty at 


Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
on Thursday, September 18, to 
failing to give the legal notice 
and was fined £400. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£100 towards legal costs. 

Cathy Inman, rogue trader 
task force officer for the county 
council’s trading standards 
team, said: “Price’s lapse of 
memory has cost him £500 and 
hopefully will dissuade him 
from carrying out shoddy 
practices in Cambridgeshire. 

“I would also like to praise the 
member of the public who was 
suspicious when Price called at 
her home and contacted the 
police. Her quick thinking 
meant this trader was caught at 
someone else’s home and the 
gentlemen was not conned out 
of any money 

“Once again the close 
working relationship between 
us and the police has meant 
another rogue trader has been 
prosecuted.” 


City courthouse 
set for closure

ELY’S historic courthouse looks almost 
certain to close after it was revealed 
cutbacks are needed to make up a 
£90 million shortfall in the budget of the 
justice system. 

Ely Magistrates’ Court is one of three 
courtrooms earmarked for closure in the 
region, alongside Mildenhall and Sud¬ 
bury, after they were identified as “under¬ 
utilised assets” in a report. 

The closure of the Grade Il-listed 
courthouse would save £191,000 a year but 
magistrates claim it would be the end of 
a centuries-long tradition of justice being 
dispensed by local people. 

A senior magistrate at the Ely 
courtroom, who did not want to named, 
said: “It’s sad because Ely is a 
magnificent court, which has served the 
area well, but it is not very cost efficient. 

“It is only open two days a week and its 
caseload is relatively small, often only 
dealing with motoring matters from 
Cambridge and Peterborough.” 

A cost-cutting plan will be put forward 
to the Ministry of Justice this month, 
with the Ely closure believed to be among 
the recommended savings. 

The court was opened in 1822 amid 
fears of growing lawlessness in the Fens 
following the infamous 1816 Littleport 
rioting, which saw looting in Ely

Help for businesses in need 
of advice on food hygiene 


MORE than 600 inspections were 
carried out at restaurants by 
council officers in a crackdown 
on food hygiene.

Li, who lives at the restaurant, 
was told to clean up but little had 
changed when Miss Pope 
returned in November. 

However, the council insisted 
it also wanted to help businesses 


to raise standards by offering 100 
food safety sessions in an effort 
to drive up standards. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head of 
environmental services, said: 
“We have a two pronged 
approach to improving food 
hygiene in our district’s rest¬ 
aurants, takeaways and food 
shops.

Fuel thieves hit 
‘softer’ targets

SCHOOLS, churches 
and hospitals are 
among the premises 
hit by a rising tide of 
fuel thefts. 

Figures obtained by the 
Weekly News show a 
dramatic increase in fuel 
theft in rural Cambridge¬ 
shire this year with 
criminals cashing in on 
the soaring price of 
petrol, diesel and oil. 

The number of fuel 
thefts in the county’s 
central division in the 
first eight months of this 
year increased by 37 per 
cent, compared to the 
same period in 2007 - up 
from 22 incidents in 2007 
to 30 in 2008. 

The figures released 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act also 
reveal how thieves have 
started to attack “softer” 
targets this year, raiding 
a church in Huntingdon, 
a school in St Neots and 
the heart hospital in 
Papworth in June this 
year. 

Farms, haulage yards 
and private homes have 
also been raided, with 
thieves stealing up to 
£1,000 of fuel at a time. 


John Bridge, a former 
haulier and now chief 
executive of Cambridge¬ 
shire Chambers of 
Commerce, said: “These 
thieves are totally ruth¬ 
less - they have utter dis¬ 
regard for their victims 
and they don’t care who 
they hurt. 

“I think we’re going to 
see a lot more thefts in 
the run-up to Christmas 
as people tend to attempt 
to make some extra cash 
about this time. 

“With the high fuel 
prices this year, it will be 
an increasingly attractive 
prospect. There is a lot of 
money in it if you con¬ 
sider a lorry might 
contain up to 1,000 litres 
of fuel. 

“However, it’s an ext¬ 
remely dangerous prac¬ 
tice to remove and tran¬ 
sport this fuel. There are 
very strict rules for 
moving quantities of fuel 
for some very good 
reasons and these thieves 
are putting themselves 
and the public at great 
risk by stealing this fuel.” 


The increase in thefts 
comes as the average 
price of diesel has risen 
24p since the beginning of 
the year - a rise of 22 per 
cent. 

Julie Collins, crime 
reduction officer for the 
police, urged people to 
protect their premises 
from fuel thieves. 

She said: “The offend¬ 
ers are not opportunist 
thieves. They know where 
to look and have the right 
equipment. 

“Any companies who 
store fuel on their prem¬ 
ises need to be aware 
these offences are taking 
place and we would 
advise them to be extra 
vigilant. 

“There are a number of 
anti-theft/siphoning 
devices available on the 
market which may be 
worth considering. Al¬ 
ways lock your vehicle 
fuel caps and, if possible, 
lorry drivers should park 
vehicles ‘fuel tank to fuel 
tank’ which should limit 
access.”

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Waste 

plant 

taking 

shape 

A NEW recycling plant 
which waste bosses hope 
will turn Cambridgeshire’s 
rubbish into compost is 
beginning to take shape. 
The shell of the new 
mechanical and biological 
treatment (MBT) plant at 
Donarbon’s waste 
management park at 
Waterbeach is now visible 
to drivers on the A10. 
Around 80 per cent of 
every tonne of rubbish 
delivered to the plant, 
which should be 
operational by 2010, will 
be turned into material 
that can be recycled or 
reused. 

It will mechanically sort 
“black bag” waste - 
rubbish not put into 
recycling collections by 
householders - remove 
metal, glass and plastics 
for recycling and reuse 
and compost the 
remainder to create 
material which can be 
used to restore old 
quarries as well as for 
cultivation of turf and bio 
crops, for green energy 
production. 

More than 50 per cent of 


waste in Cambridgeshire 
is recycled and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which signed a 
£750 million private 
finance initiative to create 
the new MBT plant, hopes 
it will keep even more 
rubbish out of landfill sites. 
Progress was assessed by 
Cllr Sir Peter Brown, the 
council’s lead member for 
economy, environment 
and climate change, who 
went to see the 
construction work 
recently. 

He said: “This plant is an 
essential part of our on¬ 
going work to significantly 
reduce the amount of 
waste which goes to land¬ 
fill. 

“But MBT plants are not 


an alternative to recycling. 
They are a sustainable 
way of managing the 
waste that is left over after 
residents do their bit by 
recycling on their 
doorsteps and through 
their local recycling 
centres.” 

The council hopes the 
new plant will not only 
increase recycling rates 
but also reduce costly 
landfill charges, which will 
rise from £8 per tonne in 
2008-09 to £48 in 2011- 
12 . 

A 28-mile (45km) radius 
restriction on where waste 
going into the plant can 
come from will be applied 
to ensure Donarbon only 
deals with rubbish from 
Cambridgeshire. 


Asbestos ‘scare’ 
at county schools 


THE potentially deadly 
building material asbestos 
is present in almost every 
school in Cambridgeshire. 

Figures obtained by the 
Weekly News under the Freedom 
of Information Act reveal 240 of 
the 251 council-run schools and 
nurseries in the county contain 
the substance, which gives off 
tiny fibres linked with deadly 
diseases such as lung cancer, 
asbestosis and mesothelioma. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil says the material is perfectly 
safe unless it is disturbed - but 
teaching unions claim daily 
classroom activities could 
dislodge the substance and put 
children at risk. 

Dr Mary Bousted, general 
secretary of the Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers, told the 
Weekly News : “Putting a draw¬ 
ing pin into a classroom wall or 
slamming a classroom door could 
be enough to sign a death warr¬ 
ant.” 

The council insists the mat¬ 
erial is regularly inspected and 
its safety procedures have been 
praised by the Health and Safety 
Executive. 

But Tom Woodcock, president 
of the Cambridgeshire branch of 
the National Union of Teachers - 
which is calling for the material 
to be removed from schools -

said: “There are lots of teachers 
who are losing years off their 
lives by working in buildings 
with asbestos. 

“There is an inconsistency 
between the information we have 
about asbestos, and the health 
and safety risks, and what the 
council is saying about it being 
safer to keep the asbestos in. 

“We want all schools to be a 
high standard, and there are 
plenty of schools in the county 
which are not in a good cond¬ 
ition.” 

Dr Bousted added: “ATL mem¬ 
bers voted overwhelmingly at our 
annual conference in March for 
the Government to have asbestos 
removed from all education 
establishments by 2010. 

“The health of thousands of 
young people and those working 
in education is far too precious to 
be ignored.” 

Health risks posed by asbestos 
come from microscopic fibres 
which can escape into the air, and 
settle in the lungs. Prolonged 
exposure can cause serious 
respiratory diseases. 

In August, 28-year-old teacher 
Leigh Carlisle from Lancashire 
became one of the youngest ever 


victims of mesothelioma. 

Although she worked as a 
primary school teacher in 
Oldham, it is thought she devel¬ 
oped the illness while a school 
pupil. 

The blue and brown forms of 
asbestos have been banned in the 
UK since 1984, with the white 
form prohibited since 1999. 

Until then, asbestos was 
commonly used in protective 
coatings on walls and ceilings 
and insulation around boilers 
and pipes. It was also combined 
with cement in wall and ceiling 
panels, tiles, pipes, gutters and 
corrugated roof panels. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil told the Weekly News all 
schools containing the material 
were thoroughly surveyed in 
2000 - 01 . 

Cllr David Harty, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for learning, said: “Many 
buildings contain asbestos; it 
only becomes a problem when it 
is disturbed, demolished or 
exposed. 

“The Health and Safety Exec¬ 
utive does not expect the author¬ 
ity to remove asbestos unless it is 
unsafe or the building in quest¬ 
ion is demolished or refurb¬ 
ished.”

Gang of four 
admits series 


of robberies 


A GANG has admitted 
involvement in a 
terrifying crimewave 
which saw 27 properties 
raided in the space of 
six months. 

James Curtis, 47, of Mill 
Field, Littleport, pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to 
commit armed robberies and 
conspiracy to commit 
burglaries, at Norwich Crown 
Court. 

His 25-year-old son James 
Walter Curtis, of the same 
address, admitted the same 
offences, which occurred 
between August 1 last year 
and January 19 this year. 

His other son, Mark Curtis, 
17, from the Littleport area, 


admitted conspiracy to 
commit armed robberies. 

The trio appeared alongside 
44-year-old Charles Lee, of 
Great Gidding, who pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to 
commit armed robberies and 
conspiracy to commit 
burglaries. 

They targeted homes, shops 
and post offices across the 
Fens and West Norfolk, with 
eight armed robberies in the 
space of a week being carried 
out at one stage. 

Sometimes several burg¬ 
laries were committed in the 
space of a single day 

All four were remanded in 
custody for reports to be 
produced and they will be 
sentenced at the same court at 
a date yet to be fixed. 


Push for faster 
rail link project 


THE railway line from Ely to 
Peterborough should be 
electrified to link Cambridge¬ 
shire into a new high-speed 
rail corridor. 

The Greengauge 21 group is 
pushing for much of the East 
Coast mainline, from London 
up to York and beyond into 
Scotland, to be transformed 
with track capable of taking 
trains travelling at more than 
200mph. 

It believes electrification of 
the Ely route would allow 
population growth areas in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Paired with another link to 


the line at Hitchin, this would 
allow Cambridge itself and 
Stansted Airport to benefit. 

Greengauge 21 this week 
launched its nationwide cam¬ 
paign at the National Railway 
Museum in York and has been 
awarded £750,000 to develop a 
strategy, with the backing of 
bosses at Network Rail. 

Jim Steer, the group’s 
director, said: “The formation 
of this public interest group 
sends out a powerful message: 
the nation is keen to see 
progress on high-speed rail, 
and is prepared to find inno¬ 
vative ways of achieving that 
aim.” 


Man, 21, in court on sex charge 


A MAN charged with having 
sex with a 13-year-old girl 
will appear at Cambridge 
Crown Court tomorrow. 
Darren Minett, 21, of 
Cherry Orchard, 
Haddenham, appeared at

From missing Morse 
to merry widowhood

SIX years after the death 
of her husband John 
Thaw, Sheila Hancock is 
coming to Ely Cathedral 
tonight to launch her new 
book about looking back 
- and moving on. 

“Some people dread old age 
but I am having a ball.... my last 
lap is going to be hair-raisingly 
exciting,” writes the award¬ 
winning actress in her new 
book, Just Me. 

With spirit like that, it’s hard to 
believe that just a few years 
ago, she was in the very depths 
of depression. 

After the death of her husband, 
Inspector Morse star John 
Thaw in 2002, Sheila wrote The 
Two Of Us, a moving account 
of the life - and the loss - of the 
man she’d loved. 

A runaway success, the book 
reached number one in the 
bestseller lists, and struck a 
chord with many women who 
had also faced widowhood. 
“The reaction was huge,” 
remembers Sheila. 

“I had thousands of letters from 
people saying it helped them.” 
Yet although she had helped 
others, Sheila remained

consumed by sadness. 

But her new book, Just Me, is 
an uplifting account of how she 
overcame that grief, and 
grabbed life by the horns once 
again. 

“I went through a period of 
depression when I realised John 
wasn’t coming back. I didn’t 
know quite what to do. 

“Then suddenly out of the blue I 
got an invitation from a 
newspaper to write a travel 
article. 


“I realised it would be a really 
practical way of pulling myself 
up by my bootstrings and 
bloody well having to cope on 
my own,” she says. 

Arriving in Italy, Sheila found 
being a singleton abroad 
decidedly uncomfortable at 
first, especially dining alone. 

But her self-consciousness 
didn’t last long. She said: “I 
discovered that once you’re 
stimulated and curious about 
things, there’s no room in your 
brain for self-pity.” 

As an intrepid lone traveller, 
Sheila went on to explore other 
countries, and the book 
catalogues her journeys - both 
physical and emotional - as she 
came to terms with the past, 
and learned to face the future. 
“The wonderful thing about me 
in my old age is that I’m doing 
more now than I’ve ever done 
before,” she says. 

“I’m having the time of my life.” 
■ Just Me, published by 
Bloomsbury, is available now 
priced £16.99. 

Tonight at 7.30pm, Sheila will 
be giving a talk about her new 
book in Ely Cathedral.

Make electricals safe 



THERE are over a million 
private landlords in the UK. 
These are now being joined by a 
new breed of landlord, as 
owners who need to move on 
are choosing to rent out their 
existing home rather than sell. 
Electrical safety is one of the 
landlord’s most important 
responsibilities, which first¬ 
time landlords overlook at their 
peril. 

Unsafe electrics cause around 
12,500 house fires and 750 
serious injuries each year. 
Rental properties are 
potentially more at risk than 
owner-occupied homes, not 
only because they get more 
wear and tear, but because 
tenants may carry out electrical 
work without the knowledge of 
the landlord and leave an 
accident waiting to happen. 
Landlords can end up in court 
if a tenant is injured by an 
unsafe appliance or fitting that 
they have provided, as they are 
legally responsible for 
maintaining and checking 
these. 

To protect themselves and their 
tenants, landlords should put 
into practice a regular property 
maintenance and appliance 
testing procedure, which 
includes an annual inspection 
by a government approved 
electrician, such as one 
registered with NICEIC. 

“Many landlords have no idea 
of the history of the electrical 
circuitry in their property - 
when it was first installed, how 
it has been extended, and if it is 
safe” says Jim Speirs, executive 


chairman of electrical 
regulatory body NICEIC. 
NICEIC has produced a free fact 
sheet to guide landlords 
through electrical safety laws. 
The NICEIC maintains a list of 


around 24,000 approved 
contractors and domestic 
installers, who are regularly 
inspected and meet national 
safety standards and codes of 
practice.

Superfuels are a *waste 
of money’, says Which ?

SO-CALLED “superfuels” do 
little to help motorists, 
according to tests carried out 
by Which? Car magazine. 

The superfuels do not save drivers 
money, do not improve a car’s 
performance and do not help the 
environment, Which? Car said. 

For many drivers it was “a waste of 
money” paying over the odds for these 
types of fuel, the magazine’s editor 
Richard Headland said. 

Which? Car tested three superfuels 
(Shell V-Power, Tesco Super Unleaded 
and BP Ultimate Diesel) against 
standard fuels. 

It found: 

■ Shell V-Power gave a Ford Focus 1.6 
a marginal power increase. However, 
filling the car on this petrol for 12,000 
miles will cost £115 more than using 
Shell’s standard petrol. Tesco Super 
Unleaded actually decreased the power 
of the Focus. 

■ The Volkswagen Golf’s high-tech 1.4 
TSI engine responded well to Shell V- 
Power, but there was little to choose 
between superfuels and ordinary 

petrol on economy 
and emissions. 

■ The economy 
and performance 
of the Renault 
Megane 1.5 diesel 
were both slightly 
worse using BP 
Ultimate diesel, 
the superfuel 
furthest from the 
marketing claims 
in the test. 

■ Each superfuel 
had only a 


marginal effect on the emissions of 
measured pollutants, seemingly 
putting paid to environmental claims. 
■ There may be benefits to using 
superfuels in the long-term as they 
include detergents to improve engine 
longevity. However, Which? thinks 
any break-even point in terms of 
reduced repair bills could take many 
years to reach. 

Headland said: “For many cars it’s 
a waste of money paying over the 
odds for so-called ‘superfuels’. The 
standard fuels we tested were all up to 
the job, whether from a major fuel 
brand or a supermarket. 

“There’s no conclusive evidence to 
show that superfuels are better for 
your car in the long run. So in a time 
of high oil prices, why would you 
choose to pay more?” 

Mike Lee, of Woodditton-based 
specialist car firm New Marque, 
commented: “I would definitely use 
high octane fuel for performance cars 
like Ferraris, Lamborghinis, Porsches 
and the quicker Audis because they 
will run quicker and more efficiently 
- but not with an everyday Focus.” 

Meanwhile the high cost of fuel is 
causing more motorists to run out of 
petrol, the AA said this week. 

In recent weeks, as many as 20 per 
cent of drivers have gone past, or 
very close to, the empty mark, with 
miscalculations mainly caused by 
drivers failing to realise how little 
petrol their money was now buying. 

Younger drivers have been most 
likely to run on empty, an 
AA/Populus poll of 12,000 AA 
members showed. 

Not being able to find cheaper fuel,

thinking they could reach their 
destination and not having enough 
money were also reasons given for 
running out of petrol. 

Regionally, drivers in Northern 
Ireland (35 per cent) and north west 
England (22 per cent) were most likely 
to run out of petrol. 

AA president Edmund King said: 
“The high cost of fuel over the last 12 
months means that more drivers have 
been running on empty. This week’s 
record rebound in the price of oil 
raises the spectre again. 

“Drivers need to remember that 
£40-worth of fuel will get them one 
third less distance than it did the 
same time last year. 

“Drivers running on fumes need to 
remember that a breakdown in the 
middle of nowhere could turn out 
more costly than a few litres of fuel - 
particularly if a car is towed away to 
a safer location by a road authority 
firm, costing as much as £150.”

Not only does it have very sharp 
looks and handle superbly but it 
has an amazing amount of interior 
space and a build quality that 
could only have been dreamed 
about in the supermini class a few 
years back.

The entry-level model 
is £8,695, £155 less than the 
equivalent outgoing base model. 
Top price is £13,695 AND from 
£11,845 is the ECOnetic version 
which arrives like the cavalry, over 
the hill and in the nick of time. 

The ECOnetic has been tweaked 
and buffed, stretched and adjusted 
and filed and twisted to produce a 
car on which the emissions are so 
low you pay no road tax at all! The 

I. 6-litre Duratorq TDCi produces 
just 98g/km and gives 76.3mpg on 
the combined cycle. As American 
comedians used to say: “Try that 
on your grand piano!” 

New Fiestas come in four trim 
levels, Studio, Style, Zetec and 
Titanium. The ECOnetic is really 
in a bracket of its own with 
lowered suspension, low rolling 
resistance tyres and most other 
superfluous bits removed to 
reduce weight and therefore 
improve fuel consumption. 

The engine range is very wide. 
There are four Duratec petrol 
units and two TDCi diesel 
engines. Across Europe this will 
result in a saving of more than 

II, 000 tonnes of C02 compared 
with the previous Fiesta. 

Ford emphasises that the new 


car is a world model so it just had 
to get it right. It will be built on 
three continents and sold on five. 
It was first seen at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show of 2007 where it was 
called the Verve. The translation 
from concept to showroom car has 
been remarkably faithful. The 
little triangular windows at the 
base of the A-pillar have been 
retained, mainly as a design 
feature. They do little to improve 
visibility as Ford claims. 

On the road it handles 
beautifully swallowing up the open 
bends of the Tuscan countryside 
where it was launched, as though 
they were intended to be its staple 
diet. There won’t be an SR version. 
Apparently only the UK buys this 
high performance version and as a 
world car it won’t be economically 


viable. Twenty five per cent of all 
Fiestas sold go to the UK so we are 
big consumers of this bracket. Of 
these 73 per cent are petrol and 27 
per cent diesel - a strange reversal 
of figures produced by most other 
makers. 

The highly styled dashboard is 
apparently based on a mobile 
phone. I could not see it myself 
but I am assured youthful drivers 
will receive it as an old friend and 
drop into its complexities with 
ease. 

Basically 

A cracking, well-priced small car 
which is going to startle the 
opposition. Quality, handling and 
design are all first class and the 
range is such, there is something 
for everyone.
